Nearly  all  of  the  large  double  varieties  will  produce  ma¬ 
tured  seed,  which  condition  is  not  possible  in  localities  where 
there  is  rain  or  where  the  growth  is  stopped  by  frost  before  the 
seed  is  ripe.  Our  seed  is  not  harvested  until  after  January  15th.

The  large  number  of  letters  from  our  satisfied 
customers  bear  us  out  in  this  statement.  They  come  from  all 
parts  of  the  country  telling  us  of  their  success  with  these  seeds 
as  compared  with  those  from  elsewhere.

Our  growers  do  not  practice  hand  pollenation  except  for  experi¬ 
mental  purposes,  as  our  experience  has  been  that  most  of  the  so- 
called  crosses  are  entirely  uncertain  unless  done  with  such  pains¬ 
taking  care  that  the  cost  of  the  seed  would  be  prohibitive,  but  we 
depend  entirely  on  natural  agencies  to  distribute  the  pollen  from 
one  flower  to  another.  We  do  not  save  seed  from  poor,  insignifi¬ 
cant  flowers. 

That  our  seed  is  fully  equal  to  any,  whether  advertised  as  hand 
crossed  or  not,  is  evidenced  by  the  glowing  reports  we  are  con¬ 
tinually  receiving  from  our  customers  of  the  successes  they  have 
had  with  it. 

We  do  not  claim  our  seed  will  produce  all  double  flowers,  that’s 
impossible;  for,  no  matter  how  perfect  the  variety  may  be  from 
which  the  seed  is  gathered,  or  how  scientifically  pollenized,  you 
will  get  only  a  small  percentage  of  prize  winners.  If  the  rule 
were  opposite,  there  would  be  very  little  pleasure  or  honor  in  de¬ 
veloping  new  creations.  It  would  be  too  easy. 
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The  only  claim  we  make  for  our  seed  is  that  it  is  taken  from  the 
best  Dahlias  in  existence,  as  to  stem,  substance,  etc.,  and  from  a 
garden  well  balanced  as  to  color  that  allows  the  seed  of  even  the 
full  Decorative  type  to  fully  mature  and  rfpen  on  the  bush.
